Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is electedxonsonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a generic claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of patentably distinct species. Applicant is 
required^ under 35 U.S.C. 121 ; to elect a single disclosed species, even if this 
requirement is traversed. See 37 CFR 1.143.
